withdrawal of bLattleships from active 
commission on account of having been 
declared antiquated or in need of re- 
pairs and the substitution of other 
ships just going into commission and 
fresh trom the ouilders’ hands, There 
is in the navy department today 
scarcely any one authorized to afford 
any information us to the contemplated 
fieet movement. Secretary Metcalf is 
in California, Assistant Secretary New- 
berry is at Watcn Hill, R. L; Admirai 
Brownson, the chief of the navigation 
bureau, has gone to New York and the 
acting secretary of the navy today is 
Rear Admiral Mason, chief of the bu- 
reau of ordnance. 

The opinion of the officers on duty 
today is that but one route is feasible, 
for the big ships and that is by way 
of the Straits of Magellan. The route 
from New York across the Atlantic 
and the Mediterranean and the Suez 
canal is open to the objection that if 
would bring the big ships almost into 
the Japanese Waters and the move- 
ment might consequently be regarded 
as a menace. which Secretary Metcali 
has stated has rever been contem.

Four More Were Killed Than on 
the Corresponding Day Last 
Year—List of Casualties 
Runs the Gamut of 
Causes. 


Chicago, July 5.—The Tribune today 
says: ‘Thirty-seven men, women and

. ed, 


children are dead and 2,153 are maim- 
lacerated or bruised as a result of 
yesterday's excess of patriotism in the 
United States. The number of dead 
does not include five drowned during 
the day. 

The roster of the dead is four more 
than last’ year’s mortality. A year 
ago thirty-three persons were dead on 
the morning after the Fourth, includ- 
ing five drowned. | 

Unfortunately, the death roll will in- 
crease day by day, and even the late 


j}days of August will witness additions 


to it. Tetanus, that grim aftermath 
of gunpowder wounds, claims its Vic- 
tims by scores and even by hundreds 
for weeks after the Fourth. New 
York leads all the cities of the United 
States in the number of killed and in- 
jured| ‘Ten persons are dead in that 
city, while six more are so seriously 
hurt that it is expected they will die 
within a few hours. At the New York 
hospitals 423 injured were treated. No 
record was made of the number of 
dispensary cases cared for. 

The police no doubt averted a great- 


—!er casualty list by arresting:428 men 


and boys for carrying weapons. 

There were /!6 fires in Greater ..ew 
York during the day. These figures 
break all Fourth of July records for 
the big metropolis. 

Pittsburg ran New York a close sec- 
ond in the grim race, nine persons 
vielding up their lives on the altar of 
frenzied patriotism. 

Chicago, although the second city of 
the country, added only two dead to 
the nation’s total. 

Springfield, Ills., supplied three vic- 
tims; Chatham, Ills., two, and Aber- 
deen, S. Dak., two. No other town or 
city in the country gave up more than 
one of its own to death. 

The total number of injured, 2,153, 
is under last year’s ‘figures, which 
were 2,789. 

The figures show that this year, as 
last year, the most of the casualties 
were due to carelessness in handling 
firecrackers and other forms of harm- 
less explosives. 

Victims of gunpowder this year stand 
second in number, but show a marked 
decrease from last year’s figures. 

The crusade against the deadly toy 
pistol. seems to be bearing fruit, as 
this year only 205 victims were re- 
ported, as against 304 last year.

For some time the brute had evidently 
followed close behind the trail of Pot- 
fighter’s-father, diverging at times as 
though seeking cover, and then again 
stalking its prey in the open. One In- 
dian continued to follow the old man's 
trail, while the other followed that of 


the wolf. The great size of the wolf's 
tracks filled the Indians with anxiety 
for the safety of their friend, and 
they hurried on as quickly as possible. 
They had not gone far before they 
discovered that Pot-fighter’s-father 
had came upon a herd of caribou, and 
a little further on they found lying on 
the snow a couple of caribou  car- 
casses that he had shot. Strange to 
say, the animals had not been skin- 
ned, nor had their tongues been re- 
moved. More remarkable still, the 
wolf—although passing close to them— 
had not stopped to feed. The Indian’s 
now vividly realized their. friend's 
danger, and hurried on all the faster. 
Soon they came upon another dead 
caribou, and this time Pot-fighter'’s- 
father bad skinned it, and had cut out 
its tongue, but again the wolf had re- 
fused to touch the deer. Continuing 
their pursuit, they discovered a brush 
wind-break where”*the hunter had evi- 
dently stopped to camp for the night. 
Now they noticed that the tracks of 
the wolf took 
scrub. Approaching the shelter, they 
read in the snow the signs of a terrible 
Struggle between a man and a wolf. 
The hunter’s gun, snowshoes, and 
Sash containing his knife. rested 
against the wird-break, and his ax 
stood in the snow where he had been 
cutting brush. To the Indians the snow 
was like an open book. From it they 
read the story of the long-drawn fight. 
Here the snow told how the great 
wolf had leaped upon the back of the 
unsuspecting man while he was car- 
rying an armful of brush, and had 
knocked him down. There it showed 
that the man had grappled with the 
brute and rolled it over upon its back. 
Here the signs showed where the wolf 
had broken free: there, where it had 
attacked again; here, where the two 
had grappled again and in their strug- 
gle had rolled over and over. The 
snow was now strewn with wolf-hair 
and dyed with blood. While the dread- 
ful encounter raged, the battleground 
had kept steadily shifting nearer to 
the gun. Just a couple of yards away 
from it lay the frozen body of poor 
old Pot-fighter’s-father. His deer-skin 
clothing was slit to tatters; his scalp 
was torn away; his fingers were chew- 
ed off, but his bloody mouth was filled 
with hair and flesh of the brute.

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Death Came at Philadelphia Where He Had Gone 
in Search of Health—His Passing Recalls 
Famous Impeachment Proceedings. 


Philadelphia, Pa, July 5—Judge 
Charles Swayne, of the United States 
court for the northern 
Florida, died at the University of 
Pennsylvania hospital here this after- 
noon. 

Judge Swayne had been suffering for 
some time from complicated kidney 
troubles, and was brought here to the 
residence of Gardner W. Kimball, his 
son-in-law, for treatment by Dr. Ed- 
ward Martin, of this city. He did not 
improve, and later was removed to 
the hospital, where an operation was 
performed on him last Tuesday. He 
improved, but in a few days he again 
began to fail. Those at his bedside 
when he died were his 
Harry G. Swayne, a lawyer of this 
city, and his daughter, Mrs. Gardner 
W. Kimball, and her husband. Funeral 
arrangements will be announced later.

The 
specific charges were that he did not 
lreside in his district; that he made 
excessive charges against the govern-

|position to extort favors from railroad 
companies, and that he sat in a case 
in Florida in which his wife“was per- 
sonally interested. The trial resulted 
in his acquittal by a vote which was 
almost strictly along party lines. The 
original charges against Judge Swayne 
were» made by Representative Lamar 
fof Florida.

Some mills making rail- 
way equipment report that orders are 
being overtaken because the transpor- 
tation companies have. not been able to 
raise funds. This financial.problem will 
probably postpone new work. 

Quiet conditions in the primary mar- 
kets for cotton goods are more largely 
due to the indifference of manufac- 
turers than the holiday season or stock 
taking. Most deliveries are tardy and 
mill agents do not seek new business, 
until there is better prospects of ship- 
ments. Receipts of inventories are very 
satisfactory, disclosing no accumulation 
of stocks. Medium lines of woolens are 
now well opened, but there is little ac- 
tivity outside of staple lines of men's 
wear. Raw wool is firmer. 

om ype is quiet, but activity is ex- 
pected after the middle of July. Hides 
have not developed the activity for 
June saltings that packers anticipated 
and the whole market is depressed.

Money on call was_ sensibly 
easier today. The speculation was in- 
clined, evidently, to assume a prospect 
of more abundant funds in the money 
market. The contribution of the sub- 
treasury to the banks’ cash gain is due 
largely to the redemptio noperations for 
the government 4 per cents. The 
redemption of these bonds is. pro- 
ceeding much more slowly than 
was anticipated and it now seems evi- 
dent that only a small proportion of the 
$36,000,000 outstanding at the rate of 
maturity will have presented for re- 
demption by July 10. This latter is 
the date for the return of $30,000,000 
of government deposits held by the 
banks and which was timed to take ad- 
vantage of the expected balancing from 
the operation by the redemptions. A 
recovery in foreign exchange rates today 
served to call attention to the possi- 
bility of renewed demand from abroad 
for our gold supplies. Tondon sent some 
gold to Paris today but international 
exchange bankers in New York would 
not be surprised to see more go from 
here to Paris next week. There were 
transfers today through the sub-treas- 
uary of $60,000 to San Francisco. ‘The 
admission to trading at the -stiock ex- 
change of warrants for the new Atchiosn 
convertible bonds calls attention to the 
fact that $7,800,000 is payable as a 
first installment of. subscriptions for 
installments of Great Northern pre- 
ferred stock, Union Pacific convertible 
bonds and Southern Pacific preferred 
stock. These threatened offsets to the 
improvement of the week in the bank- 
ing position was not taken much ac- 
count of in the active circles of the 
stock movement, although opinions 
hased on them heard in banking quar- 
ters of skepticism over the capacity of 
the money supplies to finance amy con- 
siderable speculative . movemment 19 
stocks. An incident of the day was the 
anonuncement of new note issues by the 
Washington Terminal Company “for 
$500,000 and by the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Company of $6,000,000, the latter 
being 6 per cent notes and designed to 
take up a like amount of 5 per cent 
notes maturing in August. These issues, 
disturbed the belief that bond issues’ 
were beginning to supplant the short 
note issues. Gains were reduced to 
some extent by the day’s profit-taking 
but not obliterated.
